DECLARED HE DEFIED LAW 


COURTS AND GOVERNMENT 


Speech Was Circulated By 


New York Socialists 


Prosecution Says. 


Albany. N. Y., Jan. 29.—Eugene V. 


Debs' last speech before his voice was 
silenced by a penitentiary sentence of 
ten years for violating the espionage 
act was read into the record today at 
the trial of the five suspended Social- 
ist assemblymen being tried by the as 
sembly judiciary committee on charges 
of disloyalty. 
In his speech, made before Socialists 


in Canton last March, Debs declaring 
he spoke "as a Socialist, a revolutionist 
and a Bolshevist," praised Lenine and 
Trotzky as the greatest statesmen in 
the modern world and expressed defi- 
ance of the laws of this country and 
the supreme court. 
The speech was 


distributed IP ppn>phiet form by the 
city committee of the Socialist party of 
Greater New York, according to the 
prosecution 


In his .speech Debs termed Lenine 


and Trotzky the "greatest statesmen in 
the modern world to whom I pay my 
tribute of Icve " 
Asserting that the only part the work- 
ing class was allowed to play in the 
making of peace was through a "second 
hand representative, Sam Gompers." 
Debs in his speech said: 
"I am oppoeed to* the system under 


which we live; I am opposed to its gov- 
ernment that compels the great majori- 
ty to pay tribute to the insignificant 
I am going to speak to you as a So- 
cialist, a revolutionist, a Bolshevist, if 
you please 
For the first time in his 
tory the worker stands erect and begins 
to shake off the manacles " 


After paying his respects to those 


who opposed Socialist principles, Debs 
continued in his speech: 
"With every drop-,in my veins I de- 
spise their laws and. I defy them. I 
am appealing to you, the plain people. 
I do not care anything abut the su- 
preme court, be-gowned, be-whiskered, 
be-spectacled -old fossils, corporation 
lawyers all of theflT.' They "(Ma' 'hot 'dare 
to declare the espionage law unconsti- 
tutional. The law do I respect? No. 


"How 
fine to do as Wendell Phillips 
said: 'When they pass a law like that 
put it under feet.' "

Columbus, Jan. 29.—Financial relief 


for cities and other taxing districts was 
practically assured today through legis- 
lation to permit levies in excess of the 
Smith one per cent law limitations. 


The conference committee, deadlocked 


for several days on whether the Gard- 
ner bill should permit taxing officials 
to exceed the limitations on their own 
authority or .require such excess levies 
to be authorized by a vote of the peo- 
p'e, agreed today to the latter method 
as provided in the bill as it was passed 
by the house. The senate 
conferees 


backed lown on the senate's position 
that the excess levies be voted by the 
taxing officials without a popular vote 


The conference committee's report is 


expected to be accepted by both houses 
today. It also will include amendments 
to authorize excess levies for outstand- 
ing bonds up to January 20, 1920, in 
ccnformance with the emergency relief 
measure to take care of the current 
year 


Agreement on the Gardner bill is ex- 


pected to pave the wav for adoption of 
:he proposed classification amendment, 
which would write into the constitution 
a rate limitation of 15 mills on all 
classes of property and which could be 
exceeded only by 60 per 
cent of the 
voters in cities and school districts or 
by authorization of the legislature in 
counties and townships for emergency, 
road or bridge purposes. 
The increase to 15 mills from the 
original proposition of a 10 mills rate 
imitation was considered necessary by 
the committee to insure enough oper- 
ating revenue. That the committee be- 
ieved let may be necessary in some in- 
stances for cities or school districts to 
exceel even the 15 mills limit, is indi- 
cated by the provision permitting extra 
evies by a vote of the people. It also 
provided that counties or townships 
may, 
on authorization of the legislature 


exceed the limitation for emergency, 
road or bndse purposes 
It was taid to be indicated last night 
that rural opposition to the proposed 
classification may be withdrawn to con- 
siderable extent following a meeting of 
L. J. Taber. master of the State Grange 
and officers of other farmers organiza- 
tions with the joint taxation committee.

TAXCOLLECTIONIN 
OHIO INCREASED 


BY 23 MILLIONS 


State Auditor Says $147,- 


335,209 Will Be Collected 
For December and June, 
Largest in History. 


Columbus, Jan. 29 —Ohio's total tax 


collection for December and next June 
for state, county, township and city 
governments will amount to $147,335.- 
209, an increase jof 523,000,000 over last 
year, according to a report made today 
by State Auditor Donahey. This is the 
argest increase m tbe history of the 
state, according to Donahey. 
It does 
not include taxes collected by reason 
of special road levies and school tax 
evies authorised by ^ote of the people. 
The grand duplicate of the state up 


on which tfie tax was levied amounted 
.o $9,599,586,926, dnided as 
follows: 
real estate, f5,669.161.740, a gain of 
1244,000,000 over last year, personal pro- 
perty, $3,930,4254,85, a .gain of $287,- 
000,000;-all-*urlk.pjbperty, $3,293062,- 
10, a gain of $86,000,000; all municipal 
property, 
$6,306,524,216, a 
gain of 


1450,000.000. 
The state's share of the collection 
was $6,237,362. This is an increase of 
ip,158,339 and is accounted for by the 
ncrease in the state highway levy from 
:hree-tenths to five-tenths of a mill. 
The counties collection will total $33,- 


330,970, a gam of $4,880,724; cities, $38,- 
898,321, a gain of $2,533,054; schools, 
156,869.303. a sain of $12,200,667; town- 
ships, $11,499,250. a. -gain of $1,475,318.

He seemed as cool as when he sat in 
the district attorney's office in Brook- 
lyn after his arrest and recounted rob- 
bery after robbery and murder after 
murder in which he said he had been 
implicated.

night that he had planned to cheat tne 
death chair by committing suicide in 
his cell today.

Washington, Jan. 29.—Reduction of 


$25,000,000 in the $150.000,000,080 loan 
proposed for food relief in Poland, Aus- 
tria and Armenia was made today by 
Secretary Glass appearing before the 
house ways and means committee. 


Mr. Glass said the reduction had been 


decided on in conference with Herbert 
Hoover, who was quoted as saying that 
the loan or gift of $50,000,000 as sug- 
gested in committee, "would do more 
harm than good." 


"Fifty million dollars would not re- 
lieve the menacing situation, and revo- 
lution might occur 
in 
the affected 
countries," said the secretary. 


Assistant Secretary Xorman Davis 
told the committee the reduction was 
made possigle by Great Britain defi- 
nitely agreeing to provide the ships for 
transporting the food. He added that 
Argentina and Canada had "signified 
willingness" to participate, estimating 
that $10,000,000 would be provided by 
them. 


"One can not describe the need of re- 
lief." declared Secretary G'ass, who ex- 
plained conditions related to him by 
American

Europe. "This relief is the humani- 
tarian and safe thing to do. It is the

found the cold entirely gone; exactly 
the experience which I reported be- 
fore and which I have had many 
times. 


"Last year from October to late 


spring I wrote for the phenacetin and 
soda powders, ten grains and 20. al- 
most every day, and sometimes at least 
four times in the day, for patients 
threatened with grippe, and although 
I. questioned many patients at subse- 
quent office visits I have yet to learn 
of any failure to arrest the trouble."

NAVAL SQUABBLES.

One of the many disgusting scandals 


of the Spanibh-American war was the 
Sampson-Schley 
controversy, 
w hich 


raged for years to the profound dis- 
pleasure of all sensible Americans, who 
ha\e no sympathy or patience for the 
petty and personal rivalries of naval 
officers. 
It is to be hoped that after 


the splendid work done by our navy in 
the world war there is to be no duplica- 
tion of the squabble which raged 20 
years aero. 
It will be recalled that 


Admiral Sampson, who was not present 
at the battle of Santiago, refused to 
give any credit for the victory to his 
subordinate. Admiral Schley, upon whim 
the command devolved, and that out of 
their childish pique there developed a 
ridiculous and long drawn out quarre' 
which convulsed the navy. 
The fact 
that Admiral Sampson was subject to 
"brain storms." which was 
revealed 
after his death, helped to explain con- 
duct which otherwise seemed inexpli 
cable. 


Xow it is said that Admiral Sims 


is displeased because Admiral "Wilson 
has been honored b\ the Secretary of 
the Xavy. and he is also greatly put out 
because all his recommendations regard- 
ing Distinguished Service Medals have 
not been carried out by the Xava Board 
and the Secretary exactly as he made 
them. This is such a picayune matter 
that no serious scandal is likely to 
arise from it, but it is intensely an 
noying to the great bulk of Americans, 
who cannot understand why naval offi- 
cers do not keep their personal jealous 
les and dislikes within proper bounds 
and who do not relfeh this public wash- 
ing of dirty linen. It affects the stand- 
ing of the navy in the eyes of the gen- 
eral public and diminishes its prestige- 
In every waj it is> lamentable and inex- 
cusable
